“shadow” hospitals in the Colony in time of war here, with the 
pasty all matined by students, both hoys and girls, of the College. . 


The male students have already 
begun special training—the . first 
practice was held last -week—while 
over twenty names ‘have already 
been registered from among the 
girls, who will be taking ‘raining 
as nurses. 

This action ts part of a scheme 
to make the College an almost in- 
dependent first-aid depot and an 
emergency hvspital. 

Passive defénce workers from 
outside the College have been 
manning the depot for some 
time past; but it is now con- 
sidered that it would be pre- 
ferable for the’ Coliege students 
to themselves man “these posts, 


and thus relieve the “regular” 
workers. who can thus be 
transferred to other depots, 


The ‘students were first inform- 
ed of this scheme some twe weeks 
ago, when Dr. R. B. Macgregor, 
‘Director of the Medical Services, 
addressed them. 


It was explained that In time 
of emergency, Raffles College will 
probably be used as an additional 
hospital, and. the’ students. were 
urgéd to give their fullest support 
by joining in the. service.

The decline in the total yleld for the Dominion from 1939 
was 18 per cent; but owing Yo higher prices, the decrease in total 
value of honey and wax was'less than four-per cent. Exports of 
honey from Canada more than doubled on the calendar year com- 


parison, owing to heavy demand in ‘the United’ Kingdom; and the | 


short crop consequently resulted in a large increase in imports from 


the United States. 


The second estimatt of the honey 
crop of Canada. for last year, 
places the Dominion yleld at, 23,- 
673,100 pounds, .The final figure 
for 1939 was 28,873,100 pounds. The 
frst estimate of the 1940 crop put 
the yleld at 22.633.400 pounds. The 
peak crop of Canadian honey was 
gathered in 1938 at 37.909.900 
pounds 

The reduction in the 1940 yield 
trom 1939 was brought about by a 
decrease in the number, of hives

MALAYA’S FOOD 
POSITION GOOD 


(TRIBUNE STAFF REPORTER) 


The war has taught Malaya how 
to conserve food stocks and store 
perishable food for lengths of 
time whicn, previously, were con- 
sidered impossible. From living a 
“hand to mouth” existence in re- 
lation to her food stocks most of 
which were imported and stotked 
to last at the most a month, Ma- 


laya today has enough food re-|j 


serves to last several months with- 
out replenishment. 

These and other facts were re- 
vealed by Mr, N. R. Jarrett, who 
has been in charge of . Malaya’s 
food control system since the war 
started, and who leaves today to 
take up his new appointment a8 
British Resident of oe:angor. 

Mr. Jarrett attributed the suc- 
cess of Malnya’s food control 
scheme to the ready co-operation 
recelved by Government from the 
mercantile public who were most 
concerned with the . measures of 

control, and who were always 
ready to co-operate and assist the 
department with the advice of 
people who were experts at their 
own trade. 

With regard to the attituae to 
food control of the general pub- 
lic, Mr. Jarrett sala: “Generally 
the public has tried to play the 
game but there is a, considerable 
section of the public here, as else- 
where, who put gain. before any 
other consideration and I am not 
prepared to say that there ig no 
profiteering.”

BIG INCREASES 

Both mail and express have in- 
creased So much in the past 
twelve months, because of the 
stimulus which national defense 
edorts have given to the normal 
increase In mailing and shipping, 
that passenger capacity has been 
Squeezed, and way msufficient ‘to 
accommodate the requests for 
passage. The situation ls now 
reversed, and for some time to 
come, it is reasonable toa expect 
that all applicants can be taken. 

The extent of the traffic growth 
may be realized from the fact 
“that mail which once came to 500 
or 600 #pounds per trip now 
average 1,500 to 2,000 pounds per 
‘rip with peaks around 3,000, Ait 
express has doubled tn the past 
year, with loads averaging 2,000 
bounds per trip. 

In other words, the Clippers 
now depart Treasure Island with’ 
approximately double the mail 
and express that they carried on 
departures a year ago, and this 
means an overall increase in mail 
and cargo combined of about a 
ton, the equivalent of 9 to ‘10 
Passengers with their baggage As 
mail and express will not jump 
Inimediately just because of the 
addition of schedules, but on the 
other hand will be divided up 
among 6 departures each fort- 
night instead of 3, the next in- 
crease in passenger séats avail- 
able will be represented by that 
difference, or about 9 to 10 
passenger seats. 

PRIOKITY FOR MAILS 

The tncreased capacity is of 
special interest both to travelers 
and atr express users, because it. 
1s air mail which always has 
-pricrity. Air mail must be loaded 
first, and additional capacity used 
for passengers and express. Thus, 
in past months, the air express 
department has been hard pressed 
for capacity on some schedules, 
and this situation now will be 
eased.

MATHEMATICS IN MID-AIR 
-The young men whom I have 
been flying around during these 
lust few months are mostly 
youngsters from the universities 
who have particularly impressed 
tne Admiralty with their intelll- 
gence. In one sense, the pro- 
bisms with which they are faced 
in the alr are not very pro- 
found, but when they have to be 
worked out at a great height to 
the non-stop racket of an aero- 
engine they assume bigger pre- 
portions. Nb doubt many readers 
of this paper could successfully 
answer the following simple ques- 
tion: 

“You leave a carrier at 10.00 at 
a speed of 100 kts. with orders to 
moke good a track of 090 for 150 
sea-miles. The carrier is. steer- 
ing 135 deg. at 10 kts. and the 
wind is blowing at 20 kts. from 
225 deg. What is the course the 
pilot must steer to intercept the 
carrier after -he has completed 
his orders, and how long will it 
be before he 1s over it again? 
Thig 1s the sort of practical 
problem which arises every day. 
and which must be solved correct- 
ly unless the crew are prepared to 
swim for it. It can, of course, 
be complicated by the addition of 
further courses, but the principle 
remains the same.
